I have  again  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  and  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Health  Departments, 

?£Lth  it  are  included  details  of  the  Part  III  Services 
administered  by  the  Macclesfield  Divisional  Health  Committee  on  behalf  of 
the  Cheshire  County  Council, 

No  serious  outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  occurred,  though 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  prevalent  in  the  early  months  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  births  (59)  was  16  less  than  last  year,  while 
the  deaths  increased  from  78  to  83. 

57 $>  of  the  deaths  were  caused  by  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels,  12$  by  Cancer  in  various  forms,  and  11$  by  respiratory 
diseases. 

In  presenting  this  report  I wish  to  thank  my  Chairman 
and  the  Council  for  their  support  and  the  Surveyor  for  his  description  of 
the  water  supply,  and  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  received  from 
the  Various  officers  of  the  Council*

It  is  hoped  that  when  a Community  Centre  is  available  on  the  Estate 
facilities  will  be  given  to  hold  a weekly  clinic  until  such  time  as  a proper 
building  is  erected. 

Infant  Deaths 

There  has  been  one  death  less  than  last  year  which  was  the  lowest  in  the 
town's  history.  Eight  of  these  deaths  might  conceivably  have  been  prevented  in 
that  seven' of  them  were  due  to  Broncho  Pneumonia  and  its  complications  while  one 
was  certified  after  Post  Mortem  as  due  to  want  of  attention  at  birth.

SECTION  28  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care, 

June  of  this  year  saw  the  inception  of  a Meals  on  Wheels  scheme  which 
by  December  had  served  1002  meals. 

This  was  made  possible  by  an  anonymous  donation  to  the  Council  of 
Social  Service  with  which  was  purchased  the  initial  three  containers  sufficient 
for  twenty  meals.  At  first  the  meals  were  sold  at  l/6d  but  it  came  apparent  that 
this  was  too  costly  and  as  a result  of  moneys  provided  by  the  Council  of  Social 
Service  the  price  has  been  reduced  to  l/~d. 

Two  more  containers  have  since  been  provided  by  the  Council  of  Social 
Service,  and  upwards  of  thirty  meals,  twice  a week,  are  being  served. 

It  is  probably  not  realised  that  this  humane  work  is  carried  on 
voluntarily  by  a very  small  number  of  ladies,  of  whose  kindness  and  devotion  it  is 
impossible  to  speak  too  highly. 

Two  other  organisations  sponsored  by  the  Council  of  Social  Service  have 
begun  work  during  the  year,  , 

The  Welfare  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Councillor  Mrs, 

Wright  has  been  responsible  for  nearly  3*000  visits  to  old  people  and  for  many 
practical  contributions  to  their  welfare. 

Some  understanding  has  been  reached  with  the  Hospital  Geriatric 
Service  and  it  is  hoped  that  ultimately  a street  warden  system  will  be  established* 

In  April  an  Auxiliary  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Cripples  Help 
Society  was  formed  which  in  addition  to  an  outing  and  a Christmas  Party  has  provided 
practical  help  for  several  physically  handicapped  persons,

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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


Tc  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Bollington  Urban  Distriot  Council, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952, 

As  you  will  note  from  the  report,  the  majority  of  the  work  covered 
v;as  of  a routine  nature, 

A major  problem  of  sanitary  administration,  concerning  which  little 
progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  under  review,  is  that  of  sub-standard 
houses.  Many  of  theso  properties  oontinue  to  deteriorate  and  as  a result 
are  incapablo  of  repair  at  reasonable  oxponso. 

The  demolition  of  tho  worst  of  this  typo  of  property  with  the  consequent 
rehousing  of  tho  oocupants,  and  tho  long  awaited  amendments  to  tho  Rent  and 
Mortgage  Restrictions  nets  to  onablo  owners  to  maintain  and  improvo  tho  bettor 
typos,  appear  to  bo  tho  only  avenues  along  which  a long  term  solution  of  this 
major  problem,  may  bo  sought,

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WATEB  SUPPLY 


The  Council's  Waterworks  are  situated,  at  Bainow  in  the  Sural  District 
of  Macclesfield,  and  consist  of  five  "boreholes  in  millstone  grit.  The  supply  1b 
chlorinated  before  "being  passed  by  means  of  service  reservoirs  into  the  mains. 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  with  water  except  6 houses  which  are 
beyond  the  mans  of  a gravity  supply.  Thesehhouses  tako  water  from  a private  supply 
which  is  liable  to  contamination. 

The  Counoil’s  Consultant  Analysts  visit  tho  undertaking  from  timo  to  timw  and 
water  samples  are  taken  "both  "by  them  and  the  Water  Engineer  for  "bacteriological 
and  chemical  examination. 

While  the  raw  water  samples  show  contamination  on  occasions  there  has  "been 
no  time  when  a sample  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  has  "been  other  than  satisfactory. 

The  Council  received  approval  during  the  year  to  part  of  a scheme  for 
improvement  works  at  the  source  of  supply  at  Millbrook,  consisting  of  the  installation 
of  a new  submersible  pumping  -unit  and  ancillary  equipment.  This  work  was  part 
completed  during  the  year  hut  until  the  Minister  finds  himself  able  to  sanction  the 
construction  of  the  new  pumping  main  from  the  boreholes  to  the  service  reservoirs 
the  Council  will  continued  to  blew  with  anxiety  tho  position  should  a failure 
occur  in  the  present  pumping  main  now  over  30  years  old  cpupled  with  the  fact  that 
storage  capacity  is  rather  less  than  a day’s  supply. 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  to  the  Macclesfield  Bural  District  Council  for 
parts  of  the  parishes  of  Adlington,  Prestbury  and  Bainow, 

26  Local  Authority  houses  and  four  privately  erected  houses  were  connected 
to  the  public  supply  during  the  year.

The  three  houses  supplied  from  a stand  pipe  are  at  too  high  a level  for  a 
gravity  supply  inside  the  houses.  The  standpipe  is  approximately  10  yards  away 
from  the  houses. 

The  six  houses  which  are  supplied  from  the  private  supply  cannot  have  a 
gravity  supply  owing  to  their  height  in  relation  to  the  service  reservoir. 

DBAINaGE  and  SE.VERaGE. 

The  majority  of  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  public  sewers 
and  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  disposal  works  at  Lovver  House. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  emission  of  grit  and  hlack  smoke  from  industrial  premises  has  been  the 
subject  of  orolonged  investigation  during  the  year.  Observations  have  been  made 
over  long  periods  and  slides  taken  to  prove  the  extent  of  the  nuisance, 

Suboequent  negotiations  with  owners  and  close  liaison  with  the  Ministry  of  Fuel 
and  Po.ver  regarding  the  provision  of  a superior  grade  of  fuel  have  resulted  in  the 


virtual  elimination  of  grit  emission#  Smoke  nuisances  generally,  howoVor,  demand 
a constant  survoillanco  in  an  area  which  is  essentially  industrial  in  character# 


POLLUTION  if1  3 1 VERS  AND  STREAMS  « 

Whilst  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  is  tho  responsibility  of  tho 
Mersey  Rivers  Board  tho  condition  of  the  River  Dean,  duo  to  its  high  content  of 
trade  effluent,  has  given  riso  to  complaints  of  tho  offensive  smells  from  tho 
river  and  from  pools  fed  by  river  Tjator. 

In  one  case  it  proved  possiblo  to  drain  the  pool  but  nuisances  of  this  nature 
will  rocur  while  tho  river  contains  such  a high  proportion  of  effluents.  Tho 
Council's  scheme  for  extending  the  sewago  works  to  treat  trade  effluents  should 
have  tho  effect  of  mitigating  this  typo  of  nuisance.
